Few thrills equal that of gazing through a large 
telescope into a section of sky which to the naked 
eye seems barren of stars. A visit to the 38-inch 
telescope of Indiana University brought 
evidence to me of more stars in the sky thanthere 
are sands on the shore, each going on its own 
chartered course of precision movement. 

Were you to take a few moments to sit on your 
front steps and gaze at one square foot of soil, 
you would behold virtual cities of life underfoot.

‘yagination. This vibration of spirit energy is 
ye true essense of the universe, seen and un- 
yen, manifest and unmanifest. This great sea of

“SPIRITUAL DEFINITIONS verses

(Conclusion) 


Many Spiritualists, so called, are materalists, 
are phenomenalists, believing simply in the 
expression of life, but not in its spiritual value. 
What I mean by this definition is, that whosoever 
believes in the potency of the spiritual elements 
in man’s nature is a better, wiser, and loftier 
mind than he who believes simply in the potency 
of man’s material nature. If you find him in the 
Christian church, he is a zealous spiritualist, a 
Christian of the true Christ spirit, who cares less 
about the creed than he does about the spiritual 
nature of man, who values less the external 
expression and sign and token than he does the 
goodness of the human heart, and who works his 
way in spiritual regeneration among his people, 
not by doctrinal point, nor dogmatical sermon, 
but by appeals to that which is highest in their 
natures. If you find him in the ranks of science 
he is always their leader, and he always has a 
thought behond his age; he is always per- 
secuted, imprisoned, put to death if need be to 
serve the purposes of the science of the hour; he 
is chained, placed in dungeons, laughed at, 
reviled and scorned by his contemporaries—he 
is the prophet of science and after one or two or 
three hundred years he is recognized as their 
leader. If you find him in ordinary life or among 
the ranks of so called Spiritualists, you will find 
he believes in the spiritual methods of life 
wholly, that he recognizes that truth, integrity, 
honesty, virtue, love and purity, are valuable for 
their own sakes; that neither fear of punishment 
nor hope of reward will cause him to deviate 
from these standards. He recognizes spiritual 
methods as pervading life, and while the 
Materalist will say, ‘‘Oh, being in this earth we 
Must attend to earthly concerns,’’ he will an- 
Swer, “Oh, being spirits also, we must attend to 
Spiritual concerns.” If the body is less than the 
Soul, it occupies a secondary position. The house 
Certainly is valuable, but the man who inhabits it 
1S more valuable. 

It is necessary to have food and clothing, but 
What would you do with them unless there was a 
Man? Shall we have bodies without souls, 
tenaments without an inhabitant, cities without 
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human beings, farms and nations without 
people? The soul is the populous nature; the 
spirit is that which abides. The inhabitants of the 
earth are spirits, not simply material machines, 
not a combination of protoplasm and molecular 
activity. The inhabitants of the earth are vocal 
with voices of another region, are inspired with 
thoughts of another existence, are aware of a 
higher power; their thought and their aspiration 
is of heaven; not simply the heaven that is 
removed, but the heaven that is here. 

We will have habitations, dwellings, clothings, 
food, cities, commerce, trade and politics; but 
we will have these pervaded by the spirit of man, 
that man’s spirit shall not be imprisoned, but 
shall be the monarch; shall not be tethered and 
bound, but shall be the true king of the earth. 
When the sacred man of Nazareth said, ‘‘My 
kingdom is not of this earth,” he did not mean 
that it was simply a celestial city in some far-off 
region of space, but he meant that inner 
kingdom, that diviner shrine, that loftier place, 
that holier temple wherein kings and monarchs 
must bend and bow to the spiritual nature of 
man. 

Today, Spiritualism, or the spiritual 
definitions of life, renders it impossible for a 
man to be materialistic in any sense of that term. 
If he understands the spiritual definition of life, 
he knows that the spirit flows toward the earth 
for the control of the earth, and that all his 
thoughts, aspirations, powers, purposes, and 
potencies in matter are but the result of that 
spirit’s conquest. 

Unto this then it must finally come: that with 
greater expression and power, with familiar 
intercourse with disembodied spirits, and with 
knowledge of your own spirits, you will find that 
the definitions of life will grow broader and 
wider and that instead of declaring that nothing 
is possible that contravenes the laws of nature, 
you will declare that the laws of nature include 
all possibilities, and everything is possible with 
the spirit; for by it all things are solved; it is the 
solvent of the universe, more potent than every 


physical element, because death is swallowed up . 


in the spiritual victory.

to develop latent talents

All talents are at one time dormant. Whether 
they remain ‘“‘hidden’’ or are evolved into ex- 
pression depends on the caretaker with whom 
they are housed. One can develop them into 
expression or bury them beyond recovery. The 
decision remains with the caretaker. 

The talents of man are like knowledge...both 
lie in wait to be discovered. The laws, which hold 
this sphere together, governs its life, and, in 
time, its death, were set in motion at the 
beginning of creation. If he discovers them and 
supplies them in accord to the other laws in- 
terlocked with the processes of matter and 
energy, he will gain mystery over all. Creation 
and change must, at all times, be the result of 
harmony.

œ Is there one law, above all others, which 
governs mediumship and a medium’s 
phenomena? 


A. Yes. The law of vibration. Everything-- 
gil matter and energy--in the universe 
yibrates.. .each moving within a rate of vibration 
which imparts definite properties and dimen- 
sion. If phenomena is to be displayed, a medium, 
jike-wise, must function within a prescribed rate 
of vibration favorable to the end result. The 
frequency must prove acceptable and blend in 
with most of the sitters...The character and 
degree of phenomena depends on the knowledge 
of the attending spirit, and the medium’s 
(wattage) strength. 


0. How does one begin the development of 
spiritual mediumship? 


A. Development is always easier when you 
participate with others. So, if possible, join a 
development class. If none are open to you then 
form your own. Your church will have simple 
instructions on how to proceed with the group. 
Groups of 3, 5, or 7 ... in addition to your- 
self... make for good balance. When possible, the 
group evenly mixed with men and women. 
Results will come--perhaps slowly--but they will 
come. Determine a time and a day of each week 
on which to meet. This begins the first 
phase ...discipline! 


0. Does the produced phenomena depend 
entirely on the medium? 


A. Never! In part, every sitter influences 
the quality of the demonstration Few mediums 
are strong enough to over ride heavy opposition. 
A favorable group conducted by a capable 
medium can generate remarkable results. 


Q. Are some conditions more favorable than 
others in sitting for development? 


A. Certainly. That goes without saying. But 
you be the judge. As a general guide, TNS 
Offers this note: Tired, frustrated sitters make 
the evening long and boring. Whenever possible, 
Sitin a relaxed position and free your mind of all 
Worries and concerns. 


Q. What governs the moral character of the 
Spirits who are likely to become attracted to a 
new group? 

A. You and your moral character. The 
Manifestation you receive will be of the quality 
You reflect. Simply put: what you seek is often 
&Xactly what you will receive from spirit. 
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Help !

Did Spiritualism Influence 


Earlier this year The National Spiritualist ran 
an article on the Fox sisters of Hydesville, New 
York. History is full of interesting tidbits bor- 
dering on the descriptive edge of Spiritualism. 
In my library research I have compiled a 
number of colorful notes on some of the famous 
personalities of the 1800s... some who apparently 
expressed considerable preoccupation with 
Spiritualism? 

The brother-in-law of Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow, Thomas Gold Appleton, who once 
resided at 10 Commonwealth Avenue in Boston, 
Mass., organized and held seances in 1878. A 
number of these sittings were held next door to 
39 Beacon Street in Boston. 

Among those attending these sittings were 
Samuel Griswald Goodrich, United States 
Consul, Laldy Elgin, and a government agent by 
the name of Coste. The seances were conducted 
by Alice Goodrich, the consul’s daughter. In 
addition, Alice acted as the medium at a few 
sittings in the Paris home of French poet 
Alphonse Lamartine ... a known advocate of 
Transcendentalism. 

Thomas Appleton became intrigued with spirit 
rappings. He, so history implies, was tem- 
porarily captivated by these spirit ‘‘knocks,”’ as 
were many of his time. 

He is also credited with demonstrating Dr. 
Franz Anton Mesmer’s “animal magnetism” 
and in so doing putting to sleep one named 
George Washington Green. 

In “The Appletons of Beacon Hill’’ by Louise 
Hall Tharp, published by Little, Brown and Co., 
Boston, Henry Longfellow was reported to have 
experienced a vision of his first wife, Mary, 
while writing a poem for the memorial service of 
Bayard Taylor in 1878. The book is particularly 
interesting and well worth your reading time. 

Sophia Hawthorne, wife of the famous 
Nathaniel, became interested in Spiritualism 
through the efforts of a medium by the name of 
Ada Shepard. Reportedly, Nathanial Hawthorne 
contacted his deceased mother through this 
medium. Other authors of note who joined the 
group included Robert Browning and his wife, 
Elizabeth. 

Miss Blagden, whose surname now identifies 
the street adjoining the public library in Boston, 
was a medium of the period who held circles in 
the dark. Her home later became the meeting 
place of the Ladies Aid Society of the First 
Spiritualism Church of Boston. 

Exeter Street Temple, also in Boston, was once 
a house of Spiritualism. It is now a theatre. 
Services continued to be held there for a number 
of years. And when services were discontinued, 
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Hawthorne

for spiritualistic activities for some time, ~ 

Perhaps these famous personalities were 
captivated momentarily by Spiritualism. It is 
however, more likely that they were stirred bya 
stronger movement of the period ... Trap. 
scendentalism. 

In the 19th century, the term implied essen- 
tially a belief in the superiority of intuitive tp 
sensory knowledge. It claimed a number of 
outstanding proponents. Among them were 
Ralph Waldo Emerson (1803 - 1882), Henry David 
Thoreau (1817 - 1862), Margaret Fuller (1810 - 
1850), Amos Bronson Alcott (1799 - 1888), 
Theodore Parker (1810 - 1860), William Ellery 
Channing (1818 - 1901), Jones Very (1813 - 1860), 
Franklin B. Sanborn (1831 - 1917), George Ripley 
(1802 - 1880), Frederic Henry Hedge (1805 - 1890), 
Elizabeth Palmer Peabody (1804 - 1894), James 
Freeman Clarke (1810 - 1888), Christopher 
Pearse Cranch (1813 - 1892), and Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson (1823 - 1911). 

In comparing Spiritualism and Tran- 
scendalism, the following remarks from “An 
Essay on Transcendalism’’ in 1842 (probably 
written by Charles Mayo Ellis) are particularly 
worth noting! 

“Transcendalism ... maintains that man has 
ideas, that come not through the five senses, or 
the powers of reasoning; but are either the result 
of direct revelation from God, his immediate 
inspiration, or his immanent presence in the 
spiritual world. 

“It asserts that man has something besides the 
body of flesh, a spiritual body, with senses to 
perceive what is true, and right and beautiful, 
and a natural love for these, as the body for its 
food.” 

Spiritualism, it seems, gets interpreted 
slightly differently every now and then. 
However, in this case it is worthy of comment 
that the writings of Emmanuel Swedenborg, 
among other, were considered highly influential 
in molding the American conception of Tran- 
scendalism. Of course, everyone knows that 
Swedenborg was heavily influenced by spirit. 

Maybe ... just maybe, Spiritualism was the

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Friendship by Marcus Tillius Cicero 


He was ancient Rome’s 
‘greatest orator. TNS 

has taken excerpts from 
one of his many speeches 
of record ... On Friend- 
ship. It is as timely to- 
day as it was then. Citizen 
Cicero was born Jan. 3, 106 
B.C. 


Now friendship may be thus defined: a 
complete accord on all subjects human and 
divine, joined with mutual good will and af- 
fection. And with the exception of wisdom, I am 
inclined to think nothing better than this has 
been given to man by the immortal gods ... 

Well, between men the advantages of 
friendship are almost more than I can say. To 
begin with, how can life be worth living... which 
lacks that repose which is to be found in the 
mutual good will of a friend. What can be more 
delightful than to have some one to whom you 
can say everything with the same absolute 
confidence as to yourself? Is not prosperity 
robbed of half its value if you have no one to 
share your joy? On the other hand, misfortunes 
would be hard to bear if there were not some one 
‘tofeel them even more acutely than yourself. In 
a word, other ambitions serve for particular 
ends -- riches for use, power for securing 
homage, office for reputation, pleasure for en- 
joyment, health for freedom from pain and the 
full use of the functions of the body. But friend- 
ship embraces innumerable advantages. Turn 
Which way you please, you will find it at hand. It 
is everywhere; and yet never out of place, never 
unwelcome. Fire and water themselves, to use a 
common expression, are not of more universal 
use than friendship. I am not now speaking of 
the common or modified form of it, though even 
that is a source of pleasure and profit, but of the 
true and complete friendship which existed 
between the select few who are known to fame. 
Such friendship enhances prosperity, and 
relieves adversity of its burden by halving and 
Sharing it. 

And great and numerous as are the blessings 
of friendship; this certainly is the soverign one, 
that it gives us bright hopes for the future and 
forbids weaknesses and despair.

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Oldest living ordained 
spiritualist minister 
celebrates centennial 
plus one, and starts 


new career. 


“In my lifetime I’ve been an engineer 
and a minister; now, at 101, with my 
many years of wisdom. I’m a philosopher.” 


Rev. Wilson Armitage, a transplanted 
Englander who now calls home Cleveland, 
U.S.A., recently marked his 101st birthday. He 
resides at 17805 Glenshire Ave. on the city’s west 
side. 


Still sharp as a tack! That’s the way his 


friends and neighbors describe him. Although 


the centenarian has lost most of his sight and 
been forced to adjust to the limited mobility that 
usually follows, he maintains a daily exercise 
schedule. 


He keeps up with the news and sports...his 
favorite pastime...by listening to news and 
sportscast. 


Rev. Armitage arrived in this country in 1909. 
He began his working career in Cleveland with 
the Lake-Wood Engineering Company. He 
stayed with the company for 20 years, traveling 
to on-the-site jobs around the world...In Spain he 
designed a steel plant...just one of the many 
undertakings during his career as an engineer. 


He joined another Cleveland engineering firm 
and remained on the staff till he was 67. It was 
then that this remarkable gentleman devoted 
full time to his first love: Spiritualism! 


In 1917, he was ordained, receiving his 
Ministerial papers with the Ohio State 
Spiritualist Association. Rev. Armitage is a 
charter member of the First Spiritualist Church 
of Linden...the church were he was a pastor for 
nine years. 


In looking back, Rev. Armitage managed a 
little chuckle and a big smile as he no doubt 
recalled some of the more enjoyable incidents 
that occurred in the presence of his 110-member 
Congregation at 326 West Superior Ave. He says, 
pose were the most rewarding years of my 
ifẹ,” 
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After closing the door on his life as an engineer 
at 67, he accepted a supervisory post with the 
Ashley Spiritualist camp in Woolley Park, 
Ashley, Ohio. ‘‘There was little pay,” he says, 
“but it was a good job.” 


“My firstlove has always been religion. (In 
those days ) I would try to help people by talking 
to (them) by giving them a (helpful) word. It’s 
my job yet,” he says. 


The centenarian is very much a philosopher. 
And at 101 he certainly holds the necessary 
qualifications. 


His blindness keeps him inside the house these 
days. A few years back, it was part of his daily 
routine to walk around the block. He believes in 
keeping fit even if his territory has been reduced 
to smaller quarters. 


Rev. Armitage remarks, ‘I have to be 
satisfied with what I have. He lives with the 70- 
year old son-in-law. Enjoys good friends and 
neighbors...his home, his pet cat and tobacco. 
Oh yes, he enjoys his tobacco. In fact, the 
reverend smokes five cigars a day plus an oc- 
casional bowful of pipe tobacco. He stated 
smoking at 14 and he apparently hasn’t sutfered 
too much! He doen’t care for cigarettes. ‘‘No,” 
he says, ‘“‘they aren’t any good.” 


He Gave up tea some years back. It’s a small 
glass of wine every afternoon at 3 o’clock. Rev. 
Armitage doesn’t give out any guarantees for a 
long life, or brand names of cigars or wine. He 
does offer a philosopher’s counsel: “Were 
changing every week, every month. You’ve got 
to or else, you’re stuck in the mud.” he said. 
“I’ve learned that in my 101 years.” 

To live a long good life, Rev. Armitage 
recommends that you get an objective in mind. 
Adding, “Tve always had an objective in mind.”

A child has but few prejudices, its brain is like 
a sponge as it is always absorbing and recording 
everything within range of the child’s sight and 
hearing. 

The lyceuums are our kindergarden of sipirtual 
growth. It is here that the teachers must 
motivate, educate and establish disipline. It is 
here that growth begins. 

The task of the lyceum if foremost. It is of 
merit for you to demonstrate your ability and 
preparedness to impart the understanding of 
truth to the minds of these young and eager 
students. 


Truth never changes. Our understanding of 
truth may expand; our application of its prin- 
ciples may grow, but...absolute TRUTH never 
varies. We must be taught how to differentiate 
between meaningless affirmations and spiritual 
judgements. 

We must not become content with merely 
reading the lesson, our lessons must include 
understanding and a clear perspective of how 
these values fit into the students daily life. 
Lessons of understanding truth are timely at any 
age, to any group. Instruction of this nature 
instills a desire to continue seeking more un- 
derstanding beyond the lyceum. 
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Education...spiritual education...must be 
presented in a manner that imparts, to the 
student, inward awareness and a desire for 
continuous growth and development of con- 
scious acceptance. Spiritual education should 
serve to unite people, not Separate them. In the 
so-called end, be ye Cahtolic, Baptist, Buddhist 
or Spiritualist, transition claims all for the 
highter life. It is our position in the higher life 
that remains questionable! 

Our choice of subjects must render an ef- 
ficiency applicable to the students life. It is not 
enough that we open the students consciousness 
to spiritual awareness. Lyceum instructors 
must charge the student with spiritual vitality 
and desires to handle decisions of importance to 
their own development as a decent human being, 

Every human being (children most assuredly 
are included) has the God given privilege to be 
treated as essential members of humanity, 
responsible for their actions...both in the 
spiritual and the physical. No person on this 
earth is beyond accountability for their actions. 
This does not preclude the fact the human being 
is a manifestation of divine spirit, encased in a 
physical garment. The student must understand 
truth in order to unlock the chains that bind the 
spirit to this earthy plane. An instructor must 
stimulate desire. They must feed the appetities of 
their students...but only so as to inspire them to 
seek. The preparation presented to the student 
must be adequate to stand many tests. 

There is something wonderful and reassuring 
in the knowledge that spiritual truth and-un- 
derstanding is available to all who seek. As the 
instructor, you must convey the importance of 
this reality. It is the God given right of every 
man, woman, and child to seek and to find. 

Instruct your students there is no value in 
anger or revenge...such actions are a waste. 
These are only mistakes. Punishment comes not 
as a judgement from a higher entity. It comes as 
a consequence of those mistakes. There has 
never been value in hate. This is an emotion 
which consumes its host. 

As a teacher you must praise as well as 
discipline your students. If I might offer a word 
of advice: praise loudly and criticize softly. 
Your students will love you all the more for these 
classroom courtesies. 

In exercising discipline, you will begin the 
development of obedience and good conduct. 
Some times children fail to receive it at an age 
when it is vital. Discipline must be developed 
from within. It starts many things...among ’em 
comes spiritual development. 

Above all, you must set an example for your 
students. You must show them...by 
illustration...what they have to gain. Illustration 
is often the best teacher. It leaves little doubt.
